训 黄 定 良 好 的 基础 ,掌握 基本 的 口译 能 力 。 为 从 事 口译 工作 ,学 员 需 要 
在 听 、 说 \ 读 、 写 、 译 等 基本 语言 技能 全 面 发 展 的 基础 上 ,强化 英语 口语 和 
口译 能 力 的 培训 。 在 实施 英语 中 、 高 级 口译 资格 证 书 考试 项 目的 过 程 
中 ,我 们 发 现 ,不 少 考生 未 能 通过 第 一 阶段 的 笔试 ,主要 是 他 们 在 听 、 读 、 
写 、. 译 等 方面 的 能 力 和 欠缺 ,而 且 知 识 面 较 窗 ; 而 未 能 通过 第 二 阶段 的 口试 
的 考生 则 大 多 是 因为 英语 口语 表达 不 畅 ,缺乏 相应 的 口译 技能 。 为 使 广 
大 英语 爱好 者 切实 有 效 地 全 面 提高 英语 水 平 ,今后 能 够 从 事 口译 工作 ， 
上 海 市 外 语 口译 考试 委员 会 于 2001 年 开始 试行 “$Y 上 海 市 英语 口译 基础 
能 力 证 书 考试 ”, 使 之 与 英语 中 级 、 高 级 口译 考试 形成 一 个 由 低 到 高 的 完 
整 系列 ,从 而 为 这 三 个 不 同 层次 的 培训 和 考试 搭建 了 相应 的 平台 。 这 样 
的 设计 ,有 利于 全 面 . 系 统 、 科 学 地 提高 学 员 的 英语 综合 水 平和 口译 能 力 。 
与 英语 中 级 ,高 级 口译 培训 要 求 不 同 的 是 ,参加 基础 口译 培训 的 学 
员 应 具有 基本 的 英语 知识 和 应 用 能 力 , 即 相当 于 重点 中 学 高 中 毕业 生 
或 大 学 一 年 级 学 生 的 英语 水 平 。 经 过 培训 ,学 员 的 英语 应 用 能 力 可 望 
达到 大 学 英语 四 级 的 要 求 ,而 且 在 英语 听 说 和 口译 方面 业已 奠定 良好 
的 基础 。 在 此 基础 上 经 过 进一步 深造 ,学 生 就 可 以 达到 英语 中 级 口译 
资格 证 书 所 要 求 具 备 的 能 力 , 即 能 够 独立 从 事 生活 翻译 、 陪 同 翻译 、 涉 
外 导游 .外贸 业务 洽谈 翻译 等 工作 。 


根据 考试 大 纲 ,“ 上 海 市 英语 口译 基础 能 力 证 书 考试 "分 为 笔试 与 
口试 两 个 部 分 。 笔 试 部 分 以 听力 考试 的 形式 举行 ;口试 包括 口语 和 口 
译 两 部 分 。 为 此 ,我 们 设计 并 编写 了 三 本 基础 教材 ,分 别 是 听力 ,口语 
和 口译 ,把 侧重 面 放 在 听 、 说 . 译 三 项 技能 上 。 我 们 知道 ,长 期 以 来 大 多 
数学 校 的 英语 教学 对 这 三 个 方面 不 够 重视 ,在 一 定 程度 上 造成 了 人 们

预备 练习 的 相关 项 目 , 以 帮助 学 员 和 考生 获得 理想 的 学 习 效 果 。 教 材 
内 容 活 泼 多 样 ,难度 适中 。 所 选用 的 材料 以 口语 体 为 主 , 如 对 话 、 讲 座 
等 。 题 材 具 有 时 代 性 , 紧 扣 现代 社会 与 经 济 发 展 、 贴 近 人 们 的 日 常生 活

话 操练 部 分 可 作为 学 员 的 热 吴 练习 ,并 可 根据 需要 对 教程 中 的 对 
话 进行 一 定 的 扩展 ;短文 朗读 和 回答 问题 为 教程 的 重点 之 一 ,可 先 
要 求学 员 回 答 课 后 问题 ,然后 对 文章 中 的 难点 进行 分 析 , 也 可 组 织 
学 员 进 行 相关 的 讨论 :命题 发 言 也 是 本 教程 的 重点 之 一 ,主要 目的 
在 于 培养 学 员 独 立 思维 和 在 短 时 间 内 组 织 语言 的 能 力 .教师 可 在

3， 仅 徘 在 读 笛 上 练 好 口 诸 可 以 说 是 不 可 能 的 ,教师 应 该 培养 学 员 形 
成 示 一 种 学 习 方法 .学 员 在 读 外 应 有 充分 的 时 间 进 行 复 习 和 预习 ; 
预习 时 应 把 重点 放 在 词汇 预习 上 ,而 复习 时 应 把 重点 放 在 常见 表 
达 法 以 及 即时 组 织 语言 的 能 力 上 。 

总 之 ,教材 提供 给 教师 和 学 员 的 只 不 过 是 语言 素材 ,而 要 充分 用 好 
这 些 素 材 就 必须 通过 师 生 ,特别 是 学 员 自 身 的 努力 。

A greeting is a way of showing your friendliness and politeness 
to others. It is also a way of starting a conversation. Many lan- 
guages use a question as a greeting: "How's everything going?" 
"Have you eaten?" Persons asking these questions do not expect a 
full answer or a true one. In English. for example. the commonest 
greeting is " How are you?" — a question about a person's health.

"Couldn't be better. thanks.” In the same way. in countries where 
people greet each other with "Have you had your lunch yet?”, a 
possible but simple reply will be " Yes." even if the question is asked 
far over the normal lunch time.

Tourism was one of the fastest growing social and economic phe- 
nomena of the last century. and there is no sign of slowdown in the 
current century.’ The number of tourists, both those who travel in- 


ternationally and domestically. will continue to increase. and they 
will come from a wider range of socio-economic groups than at pres- 
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ent.^ The geographic spread of tourism will widen. Nearly all parts 
of the world will be made accessible to visitors and will be sought by 
visitors. 

Increases in leisure time. cheaper travel. and rising curiosity 
about other lands. peoples and ways of life promise a bright future 
for tourist industry’. For developing countries. struggling to* raise 
the living standards of their people and faced with the problems of 
competing with the developed nations in the fields of manufacturing 
and trade. tourism offers the hope of economic stability and a better 
future for their citizens. ° 

Compared with other industries. tourism is thought of as a 
“smokeless industry” by many nations. Its positive impacts are self- 
evident. To begin with. the economic effects of tourism can be cat- 
egorized into four groups;° the effects on income. on employment. 
and on investment and development. Income in general comes from 
wages and salaries. The tourist industry is a major provider of em- 
ployment. It can be seen from the jobs found in travel agencies, 
tour operators and other intermediaries supplying services in the 
generation areas. The evidence of the last economic effect can be 
summarised in this way: if tourism to an area increases. rapid suc- 
cess and expansion may lead to yet more investment in both tourism 
and other industries in that area by businessmen and government. ‘ 

Apart from its economic effects, tourism is also valuable in per- 
sonal and social aspects. Pleasure travel can serve the needs of indi- 
vidual beings." Duty and business travel provides for the social and 
commercial needs of many travellers. It satisfies the objectives of 
direct contact between people.” Last but not least." the greatest so- 
cial value of tourism is manifested in cross-cultural exchange.

Every year thousands of tourists visit Pompeii. Italy. They see the 
sights that Pompeii is famous for — its stadium and theatres. its 
shops and restaurants. The tourists do not. however. see Pompeii's 
people. They do not see them because Pompeii has no people. No 
one has lived in Pompeii for almost 2 000 years. 

Once. Pompeii was a busy city of 22 000 people. It lay at the 
foot of Mount Vesuvius. a grass-covered volcano. Mount Vesuvius 
had not erupted" for centuries. so the people of Pompeii felt safe. 
But they were not. 

In August of AD 79", Mount Vesuvius erupted. The entire top 
of the mountain exploded. and a huge black cloud rose into the air. 
Soon stones and hot ash began to fall on Pompeii. When the erup- 
tion ended two days later. Pompeii was buried under 20 feet of 
stones and ashes. Almost all of its people were dead. 

For centuries. Pompeii lay buried under stone and ash. Then. 
in the year 1861. an Italian scientist named Ginseppe began to un- 
cover Pompeii. Slowly. carefully. Ginseppe and his men dug. The 
city looked almost the same as it had looked in AD 79. There were 
streets and fountains. houses and shops. There was a stadium with 
20 000 seats. Perhaps the most important of all. there were every- 
day objects. which tell us a great deal about the people who lived in 
Pompeii. Many glasses and jars had some dark blue colour in the 
bottom. so we know that the people of Pompeii liked wine. They 
liked bread. too; metal bread pans were in every bakery. In one 
bakery there were 81 round. flat loaves of bread — a type of bread 
that is still sold in Italy today. Tiny boxes filled with a dark. shiny 
powder tell us that women liked to wear eye make-up. 

Ginseppe has died. but his work continues. One-fourth has not 
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been uncovered yet. Scientists are still digging. still making discov- 
eries that draw tourists to Pompeii.

Complaining’ about faulty? goods or bad service is never easy. Most 
people do not like to make a fuss. But if something you have 
bought is faulty. you are not asking a favour to get it put right.’ It is 
the shopkeeper's responsibility to take the complaint seriously and 
to replace or repair a faulty article or put right poor service. because 
he is the person who has reached an agreement with you. The man- 
ufacturer may have a part to play but that comes later. 
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Complaint should be made to a responsible person. Go back to 
the shop where you bought the goods. taking with you any receipt 
you may have. Ask to see the owner in a large one. In a small store 
the assistant may also be the owner so you can complain direct. [n a 
chain store. ask to see the manager. If you telephone. ask the name 
of the person who handles your inquiry. otherwise you may never 
find out who dealt with the complaint later. 

If you do not want to complain in person. write a letter. Stick 
to the facts and keep a copy of what you write. You should give any 
receipt numbers. but you should not need to give receipts or other 
papers to prove you bought the article. If you are not satisfied with 
the answer you get. or if you do not get a reply. write to the manag- 
ing director of the firm. shop. or organization. and be sure to keep 
copies of your own letters and any you receive. 

If your complaint is a just one. the shopkeeper may offer to re- 
place or repair the faulty article. You may find this a good solution. 
Sometimes you may have the right to refuse the goods and ask for 
your money back. Even when you cannot refuse the goods you may 
be able to get some money back as well. And if you have suffered 
some special loss. you might receive money to replace them.

In the United States today. nearly half of us live in areas that we re- 
fer to as the suburbs. Any dictionary will define the suburbs as those 
areas. usually residential (居住 的 )，that lie outside cities and 
towns.

For those who moved to the developing suburbs after the Sec- 
ond World War. they represented an escape from urban CJ TH 85) 
overcrowding to a home of one's own — preferably one with an at- 
tached two-car garage — on a little half-acre of tree-shaded land. It 
also meant daily commutation to work by railroad or expressway. a 
lawn to mow. and a mortgage to pay off over the years. 

Nobody approves of life in the suburbs but the people who live 
there. Urban critics argue that people living in the suburbs enjoy all 
the cultural. educational. and commercial advantages that cities of- 
fer without paying for them. Farmers worry about losing their 
farms to uncontrolled suburban development. The suburbs have also 
been criticized for the monotonous sameness of their design and for 
their inability to protect their inhabitants from the problems of the 
larger society in which they live. 

On the other hand. defenders of the suburbs argue that the life- 
style that they offer is more varied and more inclusive than the 
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critics admit; There are many different kinds of suburbs and a vari- 
ety of people living in them. While the development of the suburbs 
has created problems. it has also provided substantial modern hous- 
ing for millions of people. Suburban living offers the best of two 
worlds — the city and the country — at a price that many are able 
to afford. 

Many people will always prefer the hectic pace and excitement 
of life in the city. while others will want the calmer pace of life in 
the country. But. for those in either city or country who are willing 
to compromise. the suburbs are waiting.

The problem with friends is that most people don't feel they have 
enough of them, or they think the friendships they have aren't close 
enough. Many people who have rich social lives are so worried that 
they are missing something.

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Some 7096 of Americans share this sense of unease about their 
friendships. ^ One explanation is that we have such unrealistic expec- 
tations about friendships. We expect our friendships to be perfect. 
Yet each friendship is imperfect in some way. though it is precious 
and cannot be replaced. 

A recent interview shows that most people have only one or two 
really close friends; the maximum is five. Some experts believe that 
most friendships are based on self-interest and that friends do things 
for one another thanks to the promise of reward.’ Other researchers 
believe that friendship is based on unselfish giving which makes our- 
selves. and others. happy. 

Women differ from men in the matter of friendship. They are 
more likely than men to seek emotional support and comfort from 
each other. Therefore. one of the most important places for friend- 
ship is the work place. There. people can make connections without 
a lot of arranging. Friends can make work easier. and bad jobs bet- 
ter. The downside of work friendship is competition. But friends in 
every area may feel competitive. Furthermore. we have to learn to 
be competitive to get better prepared for the society.

Research of friendship has established a number of facts. some in- 
teresting, some even useful. Did you know that the average student 
has 5 —6 friends. or that a friend who was previously* an enemy is 
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like more than one who has always been on the right side? Would 
you believe that physically attractive individuals are preferred as 
friends to those less attractive? | 

In fact. studies of friendship seem to implicate more complex 
factors. For example. one function friendship seems to fulfill? is 
that of the attitudes we hold. Certainly we appear to project our- 
selves onto our friends.? Several studies have shown that we judge 
them to be more like us than they are. This suggests that we ought 
to choose friends who are similar to us rather than those who are 
complementary’. In our experiment. some developing friendships 
were monitored among freshmen living in the same hotel. It was 
found that similarity of attitudes was a good predictor of what 
friendships would be established by the end of four months. 

There have also been studies of pairings, both voluntary (mar- 
ried couples) and forced (student roommates). to see which re- 
mained together and which split up.? Again. the evidence seems to 
favour similarity rather than complementarity. 

The difficulty of linking friendship with similarity of personali- 
ty probably reflects the complexity of our personalities: we have 
many facts and therefore require a different group of friends to sup- 
port us. This of course can explain why we may have two close 
friends who have little in common. and indeed dislike each other.

An average person spends. more or less. one-third of his life sleep- 
ing. During sleep. the human capacity to function is renewed. 
Alertness. good temper. physical coordination. and emotional 
calmness are restored when the body awakens from a much needed 
sleep. ” 

Scientists have studied sleep for quite a long time. The results 
of these studies have been anything but” conclusive. Among the old- 
est theories about sieep is that sleep is induced by the buildup of a 
chemical in the brain. The chemical is either changed or destroyed 
when a person sleeps. This theory has been proven invalid". but 
certain changes do take place in the body during sleep. There is a 
decrease in the rate of the heartbeat. Breathing becomes more shal- 
low. And there is a drop in the temperature of some parts of the 
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body. 

Tests show that sleep can be divided into several stages. In 
stage one. drowsiness’. for example. there is a slowing down of al- 
pha waves. the electrical patterns produced during relaxation. 
Drowsiness is not true sleep. but it is the period between wakeful- 
ness and sleep. The human need for sleep is not fulfilled by this pe- 
riod alone. 

Another stage of sleep is called rapid eye movement ( REM) 
sleep. The eyelids are closed. but the eyes move rapidly and in à 
manner similar to a person who is awake. This activity occurs at 80- 
minute to 120-minute intervals during sleep. There is an appearance 
of alertness in REM sleep. as it does during dreams. Indeed. dream- 
ing occurs during REM sleep. as it does during other sleep stages. 
However. the dreams that occur during REM sleep seem to be re- 
called" more easily. Some researchers have suggested that REM 
sleep serves as a means of sorting out information acquired during 
the previous conscious period. REM sleep seems to be essential for 
memory. Some scientists say that students who stay up" all night 
studying for exams are not likely to be able to recall much of what 
they studied.

For over fifty years. the people of Britain have relied on the 
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welfare state to make sure that they have adequate health services. 
But now the National Health Service is sick. Government cutbacks 
are forcing hospitals to close. and waiting lists for treatment are 
getting longer. Under such circumstances. it is no surprise that more 
people are turning to private but expensive healthcare. 

For some. however. there are alternatives. They are turning 
their back on modern pills. tablets and other traditional medicine.

Consider these case 
studies; 

Maude is 76 and has been suffering from arthritis for almost ten 
years. "The inflammation in my joints was almost unbearable. I was 
told at London Hospital that I needed surgery. but would need to 
wait for at least two years before I could have the operation. So. 1 
started having massage sessions. To my surprise. these were very ef- 
fective. and while they didn't cure the disorder. they did relieve it 
to some degree. " 

Ron is 46. His high-powered city job was responsible for a series 
of stress illness. and the drugs he took did little to relieve the nerv- 
ous strain. “ I read about treatments which involve the whole person 
rather than the individual symptoms. but I had always been doubtful 
about it. However. my friend recommended a doctor who advised 
me that part of my problem was diet-related. Basically. the foods I 
was eating were contributing to my disorder. She gave me a list of 
foods that would provide the right vitamins and minerals to keep me 
in good health. Now I feel great. " 

So is there still a place in our lives for modern medicine? While 
it is true that some infections and viruses may be prevented by using 
alternative medicine. more serious illnesses need more drastic meas- 
ures. We do need our health service at these times.

Interview is a necessary step before a company wants to take on a 
new employee. Interviews can be divided into different types. An 
interviewer may interview one candidate at a time; or a panel of in- 
terviewers may interview one single candidate; or one interviewer 
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may interview a group of candidates. Each type of interview has its 
advantages and disadvantages. 

Most companies use the one-to-one interview. It has the advan- 
tage of being the most natural situation. The candidate will not feel 
nervous in such a situation and he will be able to answer the ques- 
tions raised by the interviewer more naturally. This makes it possi- 
ble for the interviewer to find a great deal about the candidate. In 
particular he will be able to figure out^ whether or not the candidate 
is qualified to work with him or under him. These advantages carry 
with them certain disadvantages. Since there is only one inter- 
viewer. the assessment may be too narrow and the candidate may 
not be assessed fairly. The interview may be so relaxed that it turns 
into a conversation about topics of mutual interest.? As a result. the 
best people are not necessarily going to be selected. 

Aware of the disadvantages involved in one-to-one interview. 
some companies adopt the Board interview. where a panel of inter- 
viewers interview one candidate. A Board may be more conscien- 
tious’ in covering all relevant areas simply because members keep a 
critical eye on one another. They may also be more careful in reach- 
ing a decision based on all the available evidence. The interview. 
therefore. will be fairer because the candidate will be assessed more 
fully. The only disadvantage to this type of interview is that the 
candidate may be too nervous in the presence of the Board to fully 
display his potentials. °

What are the purposes of continuing career education? Some people 
think about the matter very simply. but most people realize that 
several goals must be sought simultaneously? and that the process of 
doing this is difficult. We may identify at least four purposes of con- 
tinuing professional education. 

The first of these is to keep up with the new knowledge re- 
quired to perform responsibly in the chosen career. Just think. for 
example. how much has happened in the various professions in ten 
years. At the start of the decade. we had just learned how to keep a 
man in orbit around the earth; at its end. we had sent many men to 
the moon. At the same time. physicians and surgeons learned to 
save the lives of people who in previous times would have died. And 
pharmacists — perhaps more than the members of any other profes- 
sion — have had to keep up with a changing scene. as new products 
and new remedies succeeded one another or enlarged the range of 
treatments available'. 

The second aim is to master mew ideas about the nature of the 
profession itself. A recent study of dentistry noted that 25 or 30 
years ago. dental practice was limited to relieving? pain. Today it is 
concerned with the overall management of oral. facial and speech 
defects’. and with the structures of the mouth as they relate to the 
total health of the individual. In other occupations. an equally pro- 
found change has occurred and the modern practitioner who does 
not understand that fact is obsolete". 

The third purpose of career-oriented continuing education is to 
prepare the individual for changes in his or her career. A person 
may move in one of many directions. such as from generalists to 
specialists. from one speciality to another. or into a completely new 
career. 

Continuing to grow as a well-rounded' person is essential as 
well. The mind should never be fully engaged in the practice of 
work. to the exclusion of all other matters. ^ One needs to with- 
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draw" from that practice occasionally so that one can be stimula- 
ted" by seeking understanding and skill in different aspects of life. 
This. then. is another aim of continuing professional education. 

These four purposes suggest that a fully developed program of 
continuing professional education cannot be developed either easily 
or rapidly.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


There are many theories about the beginning of drama in ancient 
Greece. The one most widely accepted theory is that drama came 
out of ritual. The argument for this view goes as follows. In the be- 
ginning. human beings thought that the natural forces of the world. 
even the seasonal changes. were not predictable. and they sought 
through various means to control these unknown and feared powers. 
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Those measures which appeared to bring good results were then kept 
and repeated until they became fixed rituals. Finally stories arose 
which explained the mysteries of the rituals. As time passed some 
rituals were given up. but the stories. later called myths. remained 
and provided material for art and drama. 

Those who believe that drama came out of ritual also argue that 
those rites contained the seed of theater because music. dance. 
masks. and costumes were almost always used. Furthermore. a suit- 
able place had to be provided for performances. and when the en- 
tire community did not participate. a clear division was usually 
made between the "acting area" and the "auditorium". In addition. 
there were performances. which were usually given by religious 
leaders. Wearing masks and costumes. they often performed as an 
actor might. Finally such dramatic representation was separated 
from religious activities. 

Another theory thought that drama came from the human in- 
terest in story telling. According to this view. tales are gradually 
elaborated. A closely related theory traces theater to those dances 
that are rhythmical and gymnastic or that are imitations of animal 
movements and sounds.

And yet prohi- 
bition of liquor. beer. and wine did not work. Why? 

Because. law or no law. millions of people still liked to drink 
alcohol. And they were willing to take risks to get it. They were not 
about to change their tastes and habits just because of a change in 
the law. And gangs of liquor smugglers made it easy to buy an illegal 
drink — or two or three. They smuggled millions of gallons of the 
outlawed beverages across the Canadian and Mexican borders.” 
Drinkers were lucky to know of an illegal bar that served Mexican 
or Canadian liquor. Crime and drunkenness were both supposed to 
decline as a result of prohibition. Instead people drank more alcohol 
than ever — often poisoned alcohol.

A strict vegetarian is a person who never in his life eats anything de- 
rived from animals. The main objection to vegetarianism on a long- 
term basis is the difficulty of getting enough protein — the body- 
building element in food. If you have ever been without meat or 
other animal foods for some days or weeks. you will have noticed 
that you tend to get physically weak. 

Proteins are built up from approximately twenty food elements. 
which are found more abundantly in animal protein than in vegeta- 
ble protein. This means you have to eat a great deal more vegetable 
than animal food in order to get enough of these elements. A great 
deal of the vegetable food goes to waste in this process and from the 
physiological point of view there is not much to be said in favour of 
life-long vegetarianism. 
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The economic side of the question. though. must be consid- 
ered. Vegetable food is much cheaper than animal food. However. 
since only a small proportion of the vegetable protein is useful for 
body-building purposes. if a vegetarian wants to gain the necessary 
70 grams of protein a day. he has to consume a greater amount of 
food than his digestive organs can deal with. In fairness. though. it 
must be pointed out that vegetarians think that they need less than 
70 grams of protein a day. 

Whether or not vegetarianism should be advocated for adults. it 
is definitely unsatisfactory for growing children. who need more 
protein than they can get from vegetable sources. 

Most nutrition experts today would recommend a balanced diet 
containing elements of all foods. largely because of our need for suf- 
ficient vitamins. A well-balanced diet having sufficient amounts of 
milk. fruit. vegetables. eggs. and meat. fish or fowl usually pro- 
vides adequate minimum daily requirements of all the vitamins.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


An industrial society. especially one as concentrated as that of Brit- 
ain, is heavily dependent on certain essential services; for instance. 
electricity supply. water. rail and road transport. etc. As the econ- 
omy develops. it now includes removing rubbish. hospital and am- 
bulance services. and central computer and information services as 
well. If any of these services does not work properly. the whole 
economic system is in danger. 

It is this interdependency of the economic system that makes 
the power of trade union such an important issue. Single trade union 
may have the ability to cut off many countries’ economic blood sup- 
ply. This can happen more easily in Britain than in some other 
countries. This is partly because the labour force is highly organ- 
ized. About 55 percent of British workers belong to unions. com- 
pared with under a quarter in the United States. 

There are considerable strains and tensions in the trade union 
movement. some of which arose from their old and insufficient 
structure. Some unions have lost many members because of industri- 
al changes. Others are involved in arguments about who should re- 
present workers in new trades. Unions for skilled trades are sepa- 
rate from general unions, which means that different levels of 
wages for certain jobs are often a source of bad feeling between 
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unions. 

Trade unions have problems of internal communication just as 
managers in companies do. Some trade union officials have to be re- 
elected regularly; others are elected. or even appointed. for life. In 
many unions trade union officials have to work with a system of 
'shop stewards'. who are workers elected by other workers as their 
representatives at factory or works level.

When the students who 
missed classes received telephones or warning notices from me. they 
knew I meant business.* Most students seemed to recognize that it 
did good to their own study. It was also a rule that all of them would 
have to follow throughout their working lives. In fact. a major part 
of making it in life is simply showing up’. 

I told my classes about recent research that if students want to 
do well in school. they have to attend classes regularly. Like other 
teachers. I feel disappointed when I carefully prepare for a class but 
only a small number of students attend. I want my students to get 
the message that I care about their learning and expect them to care 
about my professional effort. 

After I took the no-cut rule. student performance in my classes 
improved greatly. Such a result is surely worth thinking over. Addi- 
tional advantages of the policy are those that result from? a full 
classroom. Student morale is higher. as is mine. Discussions are 
livelier. homework is generally handed in on time. and very few 
students miss quizzes. 

| was a little busier than usual because of the policy. especially 
at first. I called or mailed notes to several students about their cuts. 
some more than once. I finally advised a few with poor attendance

No doubt this kind of policy is easier in a small college. But it 
can work almost anyplace where a teacher cares enough to make it 
work.

Successful people imagine how their life should be and set lots 
of goals. By setting goals you are taking control of your life. It's 
like having a map to show you where you want to go. Think of it 
this way. There are two drivers. One has a destination in mind? (her 
goaD which can be found on a map. She can drive straight there 
without any wasted time or wrong turns. The other driver has no 
goal or destination or map. She starts off at the same time from the 
same place as the first driver. but she drives aimlessly around. never 
getting anywhere. just using up gas. Which driver do you want to 
be? 

Winners in life set goals and follow through on them. They de- 
cide what they want in life and then get there by making plans and 
setting goals. Unsuccessful people just let life happen by accident. 
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Goals aren't difficult to set — and they aren t difficult to reach. It's 
up to you to find out what your goals really are. You are the one 
who must decide what to achieve and in what direction to aim your 
life. 

Research tells us that when we write a goal down we are more 
likely to achieve it. Written goals can be reviewed regularly. and 
have more power. Like a contract with yourself. they are harder to 
neglect or forget. Also when you write your goals in a particular 
way you are able to make yourself continuously aware of situations 
that will bring you nearer to your goal.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


Teachers in some secondary schools in Britain are worried that their 
jobs may become impossible shortly unless something can be done to 
restore discipline in the classrooms.

Some colleges and universities are more willing to recruit’ children 
who have been taught at home and consider those students a prime 
target for recruitment because of their success on standardized tests. 
In some cases. the average score of a homeschooled student is 80% 
higher than the national average.

You do not need word to understand the meaning of what you read. 
In fact. too much emphasis on individual words? both slows your 
speed and reduces your comprehension. You will be given the 
chance to prove this to yourself, but meanwhile.? let us look at the 
implications. 

First. any habit which slows down your silent reading to the 
speed at which you speak. or read aloud. is insufficient. If you . 
point to each word as you read. or move your head, or form the 
words with your lips, you read poorly. Less obvious habits also hold 
back reading efficiency. One is saying each word silently by moving 
your tongue or throat or vocal cords; another is hearing each word 
as you read. 

These are habits which should have been outgrown long ago. 
The beginning reader is learning how letters can make words, how 
written words are pronounced, and how sentences are put together. 
Your reading purpose is quite different; it is to understand mean- 
ing. 

It has been estimated that up to 75% percent of the words in 
English sentences are not really necessary for conveying the mean- 
ing. The secret of silent reading is to seek out those key words and 
phrases which carry the thought. and to pay less attention to words 
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which exist only for the sake of grammatical completeness. 


An efficient reader can grasp the meaning from a page at least 


twice as fast as he can read the page aloud. Unconsciously perhaps. 
he takes in a whole phrase or thought unit at one time. If he says or 
hears words to himself. they are selected ones. said for emphasis.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


Reading to oneself is a modern activity which was almost unknown 
to the scholars of the classical and medieval worlds while during the 
fifteenth century the term "reading" undoubtedly meant reading 
aloud. Only during the nineteenth century did silent reading become 
common. 

One should be careful, however. in thinking that silent reading 
came into existence simply because reading aloud is a disturbance to 
others. Examination of factors concerning the historical develop- 
ment of silent reading shows that it became the usual mode of read- 
ing for most adult reading tasks mainly because the tasks themselves 
changed in character. 

The 19th century saw a steady increase in people's reading and 
writing abilities and thus in the number of readers. As readers in- 
creased. so the number of potential listeners declined. and thus 
there was some reduction in the need to read aloud. 

As reading for the benefit of listeners grew less common. so 
came the development of reading as a private activity in such public 
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places as libraries. railway carriages and offices. where reading 
aloud would disturb other readers. 

Towards the end of the 19" century there were still a lot of peo- 
ple arguing over whether books should be used for information or 
treated with respect. and over whether the reading of materials such 
as newspapers was in some way mentally weakening. Indeed this ar- 
gument remains with us still in education. 

By the end of the 19" century. students were being recom- 
mended to adopt attitudes to books and to use skills in reading them 
which were inappropriate. if not impossible. for the oral reader. 
The social. cultural. and technological changes in the century had 
greatly changed what the term "reading" mean.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


Is America losing the battle against teen drug abuse? Despite years 
of anti-drug campaigns. drug use among American teens is increas- 
ing rapidly. A survey of more than 140000 students shows that drug 
use among 11-to 14-year-olds is on the rise. with 11.4 percent of 
junior-high students reporting monthly use of drugs. In a study is- 
sued last year. researchers found that drugs are more readily availa- 
ble and used by youth at a younger age than ever before. 

The findings have led to the ongoing debate about how to stop 
the disturbing trend. There are people who think that the increase 
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in drug use among youth is the ultimate threat to the future of the 
country as a whole. 

Today's teenagers are exposed to more drug education than any 
previous generation — the federal government has required public 
schools to teach drug prevention since 1978. The fact that drug use 
is still on the rise has caused policy-makers. schools officials. and 
parents to re-examine current drug prevention efforts. 

While many parents think that government and schools should 
take more actions to tackle the drug problem. a survey showed that 
parental involvement plays a key role in teenage use. According to 
the survey. only 31 percent of parents are warning their children 
often about the dangers of drugs. But that these parental warnings 
can have a great effect. They can reduce drug use by 50 percent. or 
even more. By bringing the message of the dangers of drugs home. 
parents are taking an active part in tackling the problem of drug 
abuse.

It is that more and more women 
are going out to work. Today in the United States. in Japan and in 
the United Kingdom. almost 40 percent of the work force is female. 

In theory this should mean that women are becoming better- 
off. liberated. equal.

Most women now work far longer hours than men — in facto- 
ry. shop or office as well as in the home as cook. cleaner. child 
rearer. shopper and home-maker. This double burden means that 
the average woman who goes out to work is now putting in an 80- 
hour working week — twice as long as most men.* 

So equality depends not only on women sharing in paid employ- 
ment but also on men sharing in the tasks of the home. At the mo- 
ment husbands in all industrialized countries contribute very little to 
domestic work and recent research shows that this contribution does 
not increase when the wife goes out to work." An American re- 
searcher found that the average father in the United States spends 
only 12 minutes a day with his children. Overall. women's unpaid 
work in the U.S.A is estimated at about 40 percent of the GDP” . 

But even in the workplace itself. women's wages are every- 
where lower than men's. In the U.K.. women are paid 25 percent 
less. In the U.S. A., they are paid 40 percent less. And this is de- 
spite equal pay legislation in most industrialized countries. 

The reasons why women earn less than men go deeper than leg- 
islation. ^ And again the main cause is the double burden of home 
responsibilities which means that many women have to take part- 
time jobs. or less demanding jobs. and that they have less time for 
training and less opportunity for promotion.

VI. SUPPLEMENTARY READING 


During the past generation. the amount of time devoted to historical 
studies in American public schools has steadily decreased. About 25 
years ago. most public high-school youths study one year of world 
history and one of American history. but today. most study only 
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one year of ours. In contrast. the state schools of many other West- 
ern nations require the subject to be studied almost every year. In 
France. for example. all students. not just the college-bound. fol- 
low a carefully sequenced program of history. civics and geography 
every year from the seventh grade through the twelfth grade. 

Does it matter if Americans are ignorant of their past? Does it 
matter if the general public knows little of the individuals. the 
events and the movements that shaped our nation? The fundamental 
premise of our democratic form of government is that political 
power derives from the informed consent of the people. Informed 
consent requires a citizenry that is rational and knowledgeable. If 
our system is to remain free and democratic. citizens should know 
not only how to judge candidates and their competing claims but 
how our institutions evolved. An understanding of history does not 
lead everyone to the same conclusions. but it does equip people with 
the knowledge to teach independent judgments on current issues. 
Without historical perspective. voters are more likely to be swayed 
by emoticnal appeals. by stirring commercial. or by little more than 
a candidate's good looks or charisma. 

Because of my interest as a historian of education in the condi- 
tion of the study of history. I have been involved during the last 
year. in collaboration with the National Assessment of Educational 
Progress. in planning a countrywide study of what 17-year-olds 
know about American history. In addition. my contacts with college 
students during the last year and discussions with other historians 
have led me to believe that there is cause for concern.

The skills to maintain! high-technology systems are becoming as im- 
portant as the creative skills that design the systems. All across the 
country. buses. planes. utilities. even sewage treatment plants. 
miracles of modern science. are breaking down and proving unus- 
able because we are unable to provide the companion miracle of 
modern maintenance. 

The lack of skilled workers is most alarming in the area of nu- 
clear power. Numerous dangerous incidents have been caused by 
carelessness or ignorance.

The panel studying the crash of the DC-10 in Chicago in 1979, 
which killed 273 people. listed improper maintenance as the starting 
point for the failure that led to the crash. That and similar findings 
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have led the airline industry to worry that too many functions are 
being taken over’ by unqualified workers. 

Unless* we begin to fill the need for skilled technicians. we will 
be forced to abandon much of our technological infrastructure and 
return to older. simpler methods. 

The high-tech repair problems we already face show that there 
is the need for mechanically skilled engineers. technicians. and re- 
pair people. All of these are good occupational bets for the next ten 
years. But better incentives will have to be created to attract and 
develop the skills needed to keep our technology viable.

Internet addiction or IAD is one of the newest terms to enter the 
medical lexicon. It may sound strange or even amusing to many peo- 
ple but psychologists are finding it an increasingly real problem? 
among younger generations. IAD can mostly be seen among young 
people aged between 14 and 30 years old. It displays all of the typi- 
cal addiction-related problems like loss of control. lack of rational 
thinking and uncontrollable cravings. just like those experienced by 
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any addict hooked on drugs. alcohol or junk food. 

Those with IAD may suffer disastrous consequences. Many 
students who spend hundreds of hours on Internet interactions may 
fail exams simply because they neglect their studies. Then there are 
those who are so hooked on the Internet that they fail to make new 
friends among fellow students. Many adults with IAD have been un- 
able to concentrate on their work and some of them have even lost 
their jobs. 

Many psychologists studying IAD find that one of the biggest 
problems is that Net-surfers spend more time establishing electronic 
relationships than human ones. The inability to form real interper- 
sonal relationships can have a harmful effect on the user. Over 
time. an online-user may become so isolated that he is unable to 
function in the real world with real people. IAD does harm to tradi- 
tional relationships. An Internet addict avoids real-life emotions and 
intimacy and chooses to maintain a relationship with someone he has 
not met. 

IAD also affects an online-user physically. Firstly. sitting for 
hours in front of the computer screen is not a healthy activity. It 
does not exercise any part of the body except perhaps the fingers.

And if I 
wanted to collect money from the person who was responsible for 
my injury. I'd have to have a good lawyer. And only a good doctor 
can help me get a good lawyer. Now that he had helped me find a 
good doctor. it was only fair that I should pay him. 

But every time I went to see the doctor, I had to wait about 50 
minutes. He would see two or three patients at the same time. and 
often stop treating one so as to see another. Yet he charged me 
$ 115 each time. 

My lawyer was all smiles the first time we met. But after that 
he avoided seeing me at all. He knew very well the other party was 
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responsible for the accident. yet he hardly did anything. He simply 
waited to collect his money. He was so irresponsible that I decided 
to dismiss him. And he made me pay him $ 770. 

My experience taught me two things about America: firstly. in 
a country like America. money is everything. It is more important 
than friendship. honour or professional morality. Secondly. for- 
eigners are still being unfairly treated. So when we talk about 
America. we should see both its good and bad sides.
